Editors Constitution: You feel interested 
in the political, domesti¢ and educational 
welfare of our State.

In the long chain which extends back to 
the beginning of our history, the links are 
alternately dark and golden.

Rome 
had her warriors and her orators; Greece 
her statesmen, her philosophers, her sculp- 
tors and her pocts. Then came the dark 
azes. The modern world has been alter- 
nating and vibrating between greatness and 
mental lethargy. Especially has this been 
the case in regard to eloquence. France 
has had her Richelieus, her Dantons, and 
her Mirabeaus; Jéngland her Pitts, her Fox, 
and her Burks; Ameriea her Clays, Web- 
sters and her Calhouns.

And I should do great in- 
justice to your citizens, did I not express 
to them my gratitude for furnishing us with 
such an orator for the occasion as Mr. Sid- 
ney Dell—yes, I really ſelt thankful that I 
was permitted to hear from one so youn 
such burning words of cloquence, sich 
beautiful ideas, such flowing language, and 
above all, such words of advice put forth 
iu such attractive sentences as recalled the 
days when the great speakers of Georgia 
thrilled the land with their eloquence.
